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History Up to Date 


Although the proposed new reservoir, on Clear Creek (Frog Bayou) 
above Lake Fort Smith, will be in Crawford County, it will affect some 
members of the WCHS, especially Mr. and Mrs, Owen France, wiose home 
will be submerged, Also, the proposed lake will make necessary the 
removal of the historic old Vaught cemetery, just south of Shepherd 
Spring. Here are buried several Civil War soldiers, including James 
Vaught of Co. A lst Arkansas Infantry, and Andrew Parker of Co,L, 2nd 
Arkansas Cavalry. Here also lies G. W. Sims, "born Jan. 14, 1777; died 
Jan. 1, 1890; age 112 years 11 months 17 days." 


When a New York resident named Valyear recently wrote to the Univer- 
sity :for information about Don Joseph Valliere, Miss Georgia Clark, 
reference librarian in the University Library, was able to tell him 
that the Valliere family record is in Deed Book D in the Washington 
County courthouse. The late Mrs. Zillah Cross Peel had discovered the 
Valliere material in 1938 while working on the WPA Historical Records 
survey. If, as we suspect, the New York gentleman is intcrested in the 
land grant to Don Joseph Valliere "on the headwaters of White River", 
we can tell him that the courts extinguished that title, as far as 
Washington County is concerned, over a hundred years ago. 


Admittance of a few Negro pupils to Fayetteville High School this 
fall is the latest development in the history of the Negro race in 
Washington County. The biggest change, of course, occurred in the 
decade 1860-1870, when the white population increased from 13,102 to 
16,590 while the Negro population of Washington County dropped from 
1,538 to 674 -- a loss of 864. Many of these Negroes, probably most of 
them, went to Kansas during and after the Civil War. Prairie Township 
(Fayetteville) showed an increase from 278 Negroes in 1860 to 330 in 
1870, But the agricultural sections lost most of their Negroes, as is 
shown by the following figures: 
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Washington County's Negroes, once numerous on Middle Fork and Richland 
Creek and in the western part of the county, are now concentrated in 
Fayetteville. In the 90 years since 1860, the county's Negro popula- 
tion has dropped from 1,538 to 422, the 1950 census figure. Of these 
422 Negroes, 189 are male, 233 female. 346 of Washington County's 47% 
Negroes are over 14, leaving only 76 under 14 years of age. 
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Ben Shreve, Distinguished Citizen 


Ben Shreve, Washington County native and retired civil engineer, was 
the recipient of Our Society's "Distinguished Citizen" award on Sept. 
19. The presentation of the citation was made at the home of his son, 
Henry Shreve, in Fayetteville. 


Maynard Dorman of Farmington made the principal talk, sketching the 
history of the Shreve family from the granting of its coat-of-arms by 
Queen Elizabeth to the family's settlement in America -- first in New 
Jersey and then Virginia and Kentucky. It was Ben Shreve's grandfather 
who came to settle in Arkansas. 


Henry Benson (Ben) Shreve was born Sept. 10, 1869, at Farmington. He 
was graduated from the University of Arkansas in 1891. His long career 
as an engineer included the following assignments: installation engin- 
eer for the Metropolitan Street Car Company in London, England; con— 
struction engineer for the Colorado Southern and the Denver & Rio 
Grande railroads; chief engineer for two Washington County railroads, 
the old "Felker" railroad from Rogers to Fayetteville, and the "Phipps 
and Fulbright" railroad from Fayetteville to Combs and Cass, ark,; 
locating engineer on US 71 south of Fayetteville to Mountainburg; and 
chief locating engineer at Devil's Den State Park for eight years, Mr. 
Shreve retired in 1941 and now lives in Farmington. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Shreve responded briefly following the presenta- 
tion of the "Distinguished Citizen" citation by W.J.Lemke, president 
of the Society. Children of the Ben Shreves are Henry Shreve of Fay- 
etteville, Hyler Shreve of Springfield, Mo., Mrs. Curtis McChristian 
of Mansfield and Mrs. Paul Blew of Gentry. All were present for the 
occasion, as were the eight grandchildren. 


Report of Board of Directors Meeting 


The Board of Directors met Sept. 8 in the hospitality room of the 
Arkansas Western Gas Company.

"Miss Naomi", Beloved Teacher and Friend 


Life Story of Naomi Josephine Williams 
by Hattie E. Williams 


Her old pupils always say it so tenderly, as if the thought brings 
always sweet memories, "You know, I had Latin to Miss Naomi", or "Yes, 
Miss Naomi was one of my teachers", as if they considered it to have 
been a rare privilege. A former pupil of hers, a white-—haired county 
judge, when asked why it was that her pupils thought so much of her, 
after a moment's thought replied, "She was so just. She was always so 
fair," 


In reviewing her family history it is 
interesting to know that her grandfather 
was James Alderson, a Virginia school- 
teacher, who married one of his older 
pupils, 16-year-old Virginia Jane Beck- 
ner. The Beckners were from Pennsylvania 
(and I suspect were Pennsylvania Dutch). 


Louisa Alderson was the eldest daugh- 
ter of this marriage. Their home was a 
farm near Bull's Gap, Tennessee, Louisa 
went away to school at Cleveland, Tenn- 
essee, staying with her cousin, Nan 
Alderson. On her return home one summer, 
she met James Hiram Williams, whom she 
later married, His family lived ina 
nearby county. Their oldest daughter, 
Naomi Josephine Williams, was born at i 
Bull's Gap, January 2, 1861,when the War 
Between the States was beginning. 
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"Miss Naomi!" 


After going through the many trials and heart-breaking experiences 
of those historic times, we find this family arriving (by covered 
wagon) in Fayetteville, Arkansas, about the year 1872. They had come 
to educate their children at the new University there. At that time it 
had reached only its second story, so we find Naomi and her small 
brothers playing as children upon the piles of building materials near 
by. ( Of this early building material, the "Spoofer's Stone! alone re- 
mains,though for years there were several of these huge boulders lying 
out in front of Old Main.) 


During. the presidency of General Daniel Harvey Hill, Naomi attended 
the University. General Hill, the third president of the University, 
was aman who ranked high among the genuine heroes of the Confederacy; 
a religious man, he gave God the credit for his victories, He was a 
brother-in-law of Stonewall Jackson, he and General Jackson having 
married sisters. Being an educator by profession before the war, he 
returned to teaching after the war's end, and in 1877 came to the Uni- 
versity from Charlotte, North Carolina, 


Among my sister Naomi's old books, I find "Alexander's Evidences of 
Christianity", which General Hill took time to teach to his senior 
classes, Naomi herself has said that General Hill's Christian charac- 
ter had greatly influenced her own religious life, The date in this 
book is 1880, at which time Naomi was graduated, Before me as I write 
is a program of the graduation exercises of that time. The title of 
her essay was "Beacon Lights", The essay too is here, but the ink has 
become too dim to read, Another graduate on the program was for years 
e well-known Math teacher in the University; Mr. G. W. Droke of Benton 
County has an oration entitled "Triumphs of Single Ideas." Another 
oration, "Achievements of the Century", is listed as given by Mr. J.N. 
Tillman of Washington County; many years later he became president of 
the University, It is really a temptation to linger over these old 
papers and pictures -=- a picture of Miss Ella Carnall as a school girl, 
@ picture of General Hill as a younger man, and of Miss Mary Gorton in 
a ruched, be-ruffled silk dress, cameo pin and long watch chain of the 
period, 


For a number of years after graduating, Miss Williams taught a 
private school in our home, which her sisters and brothers attended 
too. To us she was always just "Jodie", a pet nickname, Being 16 years 
Older than I, much of my early life was guided by her, our mother 
being rather frail. How well I recall waking beside her one night, In 
the lovely moonlight some angels seemed to be standing at the foot of 
the bed! Waking her, I called her attention to them. How gently and 
tenderly she let me know that it might have been angels, but was just 
then some white garments hanging there. She helped build my faith in 
God and to love the true, the beautiful, and the good, 


In order to make room for her private school, my Father removed the 
partition between two large front rooms, erecting an arch between, 
( Mrs, O. C. Gray, our artist neighbor, Carl's mother, suggested his 
building this.) 


In this private school were enrolled the children of many of Fay- 
etteville's earliest families, The roster of these children is inter- 
esting to anyone knowing the history of Fayetteville. Among them were: 


Ben and Albert Wood, sons of Dr. and Mrs. H.D.Wood. Both became dis- 
tinguished engineers of New York City. 


Carl Raymond Gray and his sister Ethel. Carl became president of the 
Union Pacific Railway. ( His son, Dr, Howard Gray, is a member of 
Mayo's Clinic, and another son was for a time head of the Veterans 
Bureau in Washington, D.C.) . 


Of the Ellis family living near by, Kate and Jessie, Dudley and John, 
were pupils. Their older brother Frank had graduated from the Univers- 
sity in 1881 and had joined the Greeley Arctic Rescue Expedition in 
1884. When on his return he showed himself before the school in his 
Esquimaux furs, Arctic cap and sun glasses, and made a talk about his 
experiences, even I, though quite a small child, recall it vividly. 
(Mr. Frank always afterward had to wear glasses and drew a government 
pension because of the injury.to his eyes due to the glare of the sun 
on the snow and ice, ) 


Hattie Hill, 10-year-old daughter of General Daniel Harvey Hill, was 
for a while a pupil in the private school. But one summer while on a 
visit to North Carolina with her mother, this little girl contracted 
diphtheria and died there. In those early days there were no anti- 
toxins. ( I was too small to know it -- but my most prized possession 
today is a small walnut cane rocking-chair given me which once be— 
longed to her.) 


Mattie Morrow Wilson, mother of Charles Morrow Wilson, and also his 
aunts, Nell and Belle Wilson, were pupils in this school, and later 
Charles himself when in high school was her pupil. 


Of other well-known families in or near Fayetteville were the late 
Hal Cravens of Cravens and Company. (Also later, in the University, 
his wife, Maude Kantz Cravens); Lou Walker, who lived in the beautiful 
old Tebbetts home on East Dickson; Mary and Gertie Stirman, who lived 
at the old Stirman home on College avenue; Mamie Pollard, cousin of 
Mamie and Gertie and sister of Stirman Pollard; Annie, Kate, Charley 
and Bob McIlroy of the old McIlroy Bank family; Charles Adams, a Wil- 
son nephew; Ida Gregg, who is still with us in her lovely old home on 
Gregg street; Maude Reed, of the beautiful old Reed place, recently 
removed; Maude and May McNair, sisters of Mr. Wiley McNair, whose 
father was so long our first railroad agent; Merle and Elizabeth Curry 
whom we all remember with so much esteem; Emma Coffey, sister of Mr. 
Watt and Mr. Charley Coffey; Amie Leverett, daughter of Prof. and Mrs. 
Charles Leverett of the University; Ida Mayes, with big, beautiful 
brown eyes, who used to carry and swing me around; Ida Belle and Lula 
Kelton, aunts of our Drs. Hathcock; and many of the sterling old fami- 
lies of the county: Hugh Shreve; Fred, Florence and Mattie Bolinger; 
Shirley and Lettie Johnson; Mrs. George Appleby, and her sister Delia; 
Charles and Lula Mullins; Will Anderson, Sallie Freyschlag, and many 
others, 


There is hardly an older family in Fayetteville some member of which 
did not at some time attend either that early school or her classes in 
the University during the over—twenty years of her teaching there. 


Miss Mary Gorton and Mrs. F. L. Sutton (mother of the late Mrs. E.B. 
Kinsworthy of Little Rock), two teachers in the Normal Department of 
the University, were ahead of their times in their educational ideas, 
Due to this training, Miss Williams in those.early years taught so 
many of the related studies, leading her pupils into varied experi- 
ences, which methods are stressed in modern teaching. She also had the 
wonderful gift of governing through gentle and sympathetic firmness. 
I do not remember her ever being cross or impatient. 


From her early testimonials I quote briefly: 


"Her upright character and faithfullness as a student." — N.P. Gates, 
1878, Acting President, A.1I.U. 


"An exemplary student, a distinguished Normal graduate, a most suc— 
cessful teacher." -— Charles H. Leverett, 1887, Professor of Ancient 
Languages, A.1.U. 


"Having great respect for her moral character and great confidence 
in her power to govern and skill to teach." -— Oliver Crosby Gray, 
1887, Superintendent, Fayetteville Schools. 


“She was a faithful, diligent and successful student. I have had but 
few pupils in an experience of forty years whom I could so cordially 
recommend on account of high character and devotion to duty." -- Gen- 
eral Daniel Harvey Hill, June 27, 1887, President, A.I.U. 


After teaching the private school for about five years, she taught 
in the Fayetteville and Fort Smith schools. She had done additional 
work, winning her Master of Arts degree,and doing some work on a Ph.D. 


It was at this period of her life that for a time Romance entered it 
and she was engaged to be married, but there seer- to have been mis-— 
understandings, and the course of true love did not run smooth," 


We find Miss Williams next with her friend, Miss Ella Carnall, study- 
ing at the University of Michigan, Miss Carnall (for whom Carnall Hall 
was named) had graduated from the University in 1881.) (Through an 
error her date on the Senior Walk is 1877.) She taught as assistant in 
the University for several years. She and Miss Williams were close 
friends during their school days and later years, and together they 
attended the University of Michigan one winter, Miss Williams return- 
ing to take a position as teacher .in the Preparatory Department in 
1888. Miss Carnall continued her work at Ann Arbor, gaining her Ph.D. 
degree, and in 1891 she became Adjunct Professor of English and Modern 
' Languages in the Collegiate Department of the University. Miss Car- 
" nall's death in 1894 was a great sorrow to Miss Williams, who was 
called to Fort Smith to be with her in her last illness. 


In the early years of the University, there were no high schools in 
the State, so there was established. a Preparatory Department at the 
University which usually consisted of three or four hundred students, 
while in the actual college classes there would be perhaps only fifty 
or sixty, many of whom had classes in the Preparatory Department also. 


We can see that this Department in those days was an important fac-— 
tor. At that time this Department consisted of five classes: Sub- 
Freshman, A-I and A-II, B-I and B-II. How well I recall the rather 
rigid course in B-II about 1889 in common fractions! administered. by 
Professor G.W.Droke, and also the Latin course under my sister, where 
I learned that one word in Latin would say "of the table", another 
would say "to or for the table!' which sounded silly to me, especially 
when it came to another word, saying "0, table!" Later we took up 
Caesar's Gallic Wars in Sub-—Freshman, through which we plodded; we 
assisted him in building his wonderful bridge and in overcoming the 
Helvetians, etc.,. which was wonderful training for our minds, and with 
this good ground work I really enjoyed Latin from here on. In Freshman 
we translated Virgil's Aeneid, with its sunsets, storms at sea, and 
lovely -— in some places -- Greek mythology, all of which seemed: so 
beautiful to me. 


In my first Latin class with my sister, there was an auburn—haired 
young man, somewhat older than the other students. He was later known 
throughout the State as one of Arkansas! governors, Governor J. Marion 
Futrell. Another governor of Arkansas who had epee with Miss Williams 
was Governor John E. Martineau. 


Many distinguished men and women of the state came and went during 
the 90's and attended her classes in Latin and History. Senator Joe T. 
Robinson was one of these. The late Judge Hadden Humphreys of the Ark- 
ansas Supreme Court, and the late Marcus L. Bell of Pine Bluff and New 
York City who later became vice-president of the Rock Island Railroad 
were also in her classes. 


In a letter of appreciation, Dr. Arthur Harding, President of the 
University, wrote her in later years, "I want you to know how much I 
enjoyed my courses in Elementary Latin while in the Preparatory De- 
partment of the University. You presented this subject in such an in- 
teresting way that I later studied both Latin and Greek for four years 
in the University. This aroused my interest inthe subject of Mythology 
and I naturally went on into Astronomy, which has been one of my 
hobbies for many years." Dr.Harding became a distinguished lecturer on 
Astronomy, delivering his lecture, "Other Worlds Than Ours", in prac- 
tically every state of the Union. 


Through the years it was always a pleasure to see her meet again her 
former pupils, so many of whom were more aged in appearance than she 
herself was, 


Quoting from a letter of appreciation from an editor of a Western 
newspaper, he speaks of her work as a Sunday School teacher of a class 
of University boys to which he had belonged. "As a care-free boy,I was 
impressed by the nobility of your character, and now as a man of the 
world I can see that I was doubly fortunate in that cherished period 
when I was a member of your Sunday School class and was a beneficiary 
of your character-building endeavors. The grandeur of your work is 
appreciated by many, many of us who are scattered throughout the 
nation, and in whose hearts you live and will ever live. I think that 
I do not overstate it in saying that by your noble work you instilled 
your own lofty and beautiful ideals within our minds and thereby 
erected your own monument, an enduring monument by comparison with 
which monuments of cold marble fade into insignificance," 


With the exception of one or two years, she taught at the University 
continuously from 1888 to 1910 when the Preparatory Department was 
discontinued. Only the University catalogues of '99-'00 and '02-'03 do 
not carry her name as an instructor. Being a born teacher, she contine 
ued teaching in other high schools, until when, at the age of 72 years, 
she had a slight cerebral hemorrhage, she sent in her resignation at 
the end of the term, At that time, among other honors, she was paid 
this tribute by the superintendent: "A modest and retiring individual, 
she is one of the finest Christian characters it has been my pleasure 
to know, She has persistently held high ideals and practiced the high- 
est ethics in the teaching profession, To come in contact with her for 
any extended period of time has been an uplift to pupils and teacher 
associates alike," 


For ten more years she lived quietly, interested always in the prog- 
ress of the University and.in young people and in the daily happenings 
in the world. On March 11,1943, at the age of 82, her rich, full life 
came to its close. When I hear the song, "Alma Mater", there is in my 
heart a feeling that perhaps her soul too "watches from the mountains 
of God over the fates" of the thousands of men and women of Arkansas 
who in their young manhood and womanhood came under her beneficent 
influence. 


In the History Publications 


Arkansas is well represented in the October number of the Ozarks 
Mountaineer ( Branson, Mo., $1 per year ), including articles by two 
members of our Society. Isabel France discusses "Indian Summer" and 
F.P.Rose has an article on the old Elkhorn barbershop at Bentonville. 


The September issue of the Pulaski County Historical Review announces 
three new services for members of the Pulaski County society: A genea- 
logical bureau that will do research on any Arkansas family,a speakers 
bureau to provide speakers on Arkansas history for schools and organ- 
izations, and a "special events" service to help plan anniversary 
celebrations with a background in local history. 


"They Called Him Stonewall", Burke Davis! life of Lt.General Thomas 
J. Jackson ( just published by Rinehart & Company, New York, $5 ) is 
great reading for anyone who likes history. Washington County folks 
will note the frequent references to General D.H.Hill, who was Stone- 
wall Jackson's brother-in-law (they married sisters)and who afterwards 
became president of the Arkansas Industrial University in Fayetteville. 


Clyde Brion Davis! article, "Arkansas", in the November issue of 
Holiday is the most sympathetic treatment that Arkansas has received 
in a national magazine in a long long time. There are slight errors, 
such as: "hundreds of monuments honoring the Arkansas men and boys who 


died...in the dreadful years of the Civil War." The author probably 
saw the two monuments at Elkhorn Tavern. If he wants to see a real 
Arkansas Civil War monument, he'll have to go to Mississippi -- Vicks- 


burg, that is. 


The fourth number of "Arkansas Valley Historical Papers", published 
by G.R.Turrentine: for the Arkansas Valley Historical Society, appeared 
October 15. There is an excellent article about W.L.Lovely, the Indian 
agent for whom Washington County's predecessor, Lovely County, was 
named. Here's an interesting paragraph: 

"The name Lovely is preserved in Lovely Shoals on the Illinois Bayou, 
Lovely Ford, a crossing of the Bayou at the shoals; Lovely Purchase 
and Lovely County. His widow, Persis Lovely, was permitted to live in 
the home. Her hame was a well-known stopping place to everyone passing 
up or down the Arkansas River. It was the only home of a white person 
legally residing in the Cherokee Nation." 


The current issue of The Chronicles of Oklahoma, published by the 

Oklahoma Historical Society, in its section headed "Notes and Docu- 

ments", contains a short account of Zeke Proctor - that will be of in- 

terest to many of our readers, The article is headed "Uncle Sam's 

Treaty with One Man" and was written by the late Dr. Virgil Berry of 

Okmulgee, It contains this paragraph: 
~ "On his infrequent trips to various trading points he shunned the 

highways of his day. He went afoot, or horseback through the forest 

trails and always returned by a different route. One of his trading 

points was the small village of Cincinnati, Ark., about 6 miles east 

of the Indian Territory line. ‘An old citizen of Cincinnati told me he 

had seen Zeke arrive in the village several times. He was always alone; 
always passed anyone as far away as possible on the street; and on 

entering a store never allowed himself to be placed with his back 
toward anyone. His purchases, which consisted of a few simple items 

such as coffee, tobacco, salt, etc., were quickly made, and he immedi- 

ately left for his home in the Territory.'"! 


Cane Hill College Classbook of the 70's 


FLASHBACK takes pleasure in presenting herewith some student lists 
of old Cane Hill College for the years 1876, 1877 and 1878. These are 
from the classbook kept by J. P. Carnahan, professor of mathematics. 
These students were in Professor Carnahan's classes and probably com- 
prise the greater part of the student body for those years. Carnahan . 
was a liberal grader, using a scale of 5,4,3,2,1 for each daily reci- 
tation. He taught twelve classes a day (half hens class periods). The 
classes were small, ranging from one student (Jas. Cole) in Surveying 
to 30 students in Intellectual Arithmetic in the spring of 1878. He 
also taught at various times: Calculus (3 students) ,Mechanics (4 stud- 
ents), Astronomy (4 students), Algebra, Analytical Geometry and © 
Trigonometry, Geography, Grammar, History(1 student, Tegum)3 ‘Spe hy nee 
and Ath, 5th and 6th Readers.

John P. Stokenbury, Distinguished Citizen 


(The following is the talk given by 0. E. Williams at the presenta- 
tion of the "Distinguished Citizen" citation to John P. Stokenbury on 
Sunday, October 17, 1954.) 


On the 29th day of September, 1869, John Prewitt Stokenbury was born 
in alittle log cabin on the west side of White River, between 
Maguire's Store and the present village of Elkins. Maguiretown was 
then a thriving settlement and trading point located on the east bank 
of White River, but is now a ghost town. It went out of existence 
shortly after the St. Paul branch of the Frisco railroad was built and 
missed the town. | 


His father, Herman Stokenbury (1826-1883) was a native of Hanover, 
Germany, and his mother,Mary Jane(Prewitt) Stokenbury (1835-1921) was 
a native of Washington County, Arkansas. Herman Stokenbury came to 
Arkansas in 1845. He married Mary Jane Prewitt, granddaughter of Judge 
Robert McCamy, who came to Arkansas about 1828. She was the daughter 
of Jesse Prewitt and Martha J. (McCamy) Prewitt and was married to 
Herman Stokenbury in about 1850. 


Judge Robert McCamy (1787-1859), John Prewitt Stokenbury's maternal 
great-grandfather, was a pioneer religious leader, statesman, and pub- 
lic official of Washington County from 1830 until his death in 1859. 
He came ‘to this country from Alabama in 1828. The county court was 
established in 1830 and he served as the first county judge of Wash- 
ington County before statehood from 1830 to 1832. There is no record 
of this court in the county courthouse prior to 1835. He was elected 
to the Territorial Council in 1831, to the Constitutional Convention 
of 1836, to the State Senate in 1844, 1848, 1850, and retired from 
office in 1852. | 


John Prewitt Stokenbury married Pearl Mae Moore, daughter of J. W. 
Moore, a Presbyterian minister and teacher, on October 17, 1894. Mrs. 
Stokenbury died in December 1923. In June 1926, Mr.Stokenbury married 
Mrs. Minnie (King) Johnson, widow of George Johnson, who had two 
daughters, Gladys (Johnson) Green, wife of P.R.Green of Fayetteville, 
and Bonnie (Johnson) Farley, wife of C.C.Farley of Fayetteville. Mr. 
Stokenbury and his first wife had five children: Mrs. Lela R. Eastman 
and Clyde Ivan Stokenbury of California, Mrs. Marie Counts, wife of 
O.B.Counts of Wesley, Mrs. Edythe Bunch, wife of J.E. Bunch of Elkins, 
and Mrs. Ethel Brown, wife of Guy E. Brown of Fayetteville. 


In 1871, Herman Stokenbury built one of the finest brick houses out 
in that section of the White River country and it stands today asa 
landmark on the west side of Highway 16 near the Stokenbury cemetery, 
one mile. north of Elkins, a monument to the memory of its builder. 


John Prewitt Stokenbury received his formal education in the little 
one-room schoolhouses at Maguire's Store and Elkins, after that school 
district was established in 188. 


By dint of frugality, industry and honorable dealing with his fellow-— 
man, Mr.Stokenbury has accumulated considerable real and personal prop- 
erty. He has operated his farm of some 300 acres in the White River 
bottom two miles north of Elkins for many years and is a most success- 
ful farmer and stock grower. 


Mr. Stokenbury is an Elder in the Elkins Presbyterian Church and has 
served as Sunday School Superintendent. He has been Session Clerk of 
the White River congregation of the Cumberland Bre Dye aoe Church for 
59 years. 


_ Mr. Stokenbury has been a leading farmer and stock grower, banker, 
' religious and educational leader and community builder in his section 
and in Washington County for about 60 years. He served as_ school 
director in both the Harris and Elkins School Districts. He was elect- 
_ed director of the Elkins Independent School District when it was 
. created by a special election on September 21, 1912, served for -about 
' 20 years and was one of the moving spirits in building the High School 
building in 1913. He was one of the organizers and stockholders of the 
Bank of Elkins in 1912 and served on its Board of Directors from 1940 
. to 1950. He was a member of the Washington County bard of Bducation 
_ from 1928 to 1932. 


I have known Mr. John Stokenbury ever since I can remember and I 

know that he is worthy of the honor of being named "Distinguished 
Citizen of Washington County." My father, grandfather and I were born 
on the farm which adjoins the Herman Stokenbury farm on the north. My 
_ paternal grandparents and great-—grandparents sleep beneath the sod in 
~ Stokenbury Cemetery. When I attended my first school at Elkins _in the 
summer of 1887, John Stokenbury was a student attending his last 
' session there. His brother, Herman Frazier Stokenbury, was also a 
student. He later married Cora Simpson, a relative of mine, a great— 
granddaughter of William Simpson, one of the first settlers of Wash- 
ington County. Their children are Glenn Stokenbury of Fayetteville and 
Mrs. Verd Shofner and Mrs. Carl Bonnell. The teacher of the Elkins 
School in the summer of 1887 was that veteran rural school teacher, 
E. L. Morris, whose wife was a granddaughter of Jack McGarrah, who 
built the first home in Fayetteville in 1828. 


. Newton County Dedicates Monument 


Walter F. Lackey of Low Gap, president of the Newton County Histor- 
ical Society, has sent us a photograph of the monument erected at 
Marble Falls that commemorates the block of marble that was quarried 
' there in 1836 and placed in. the Washington Monument to represent the 
.otate of Arkansas.. The inscription on the monument reads as follows:

Mr.Lackey writes: "I enjoyed the July FLASHBACK. I see listed in the 
old cemeteries the names of some of our first settlers. The Hales and 
the Porters lived on Cave Creek. Pendleton Porter was the census enum-— 
- erator in 1850. In the September FLASHBACK I find much of historical 
*  ‘value.In the marriage records is that of Thomas K. May listed. Thomas 
K. May was the first postmaster of Mt. Parthenon, Newton County. He 
“moved to Clarksville in 1850. In the cemetery listings I see the names 
of old-timers that I have a record of and it is good history to know 
their final resting place." 


The Story of Johnson 
by Thomas Rothrock 


The village of Johnson secured a postoffice in 1886, with Joe Ellis 
as the first postmaster. The postoffice was in the home of Captain 
Mays, just west of Johnson. Captain Mays, a Civil War veteran, built a 
store building in Johnson where the John Boswell store was in after 
years, and aman named Spencer ran a store there. He succeededJoe 
Ellis as postmaster. Spencer sold out to Dudley Pierce, who became 
Johnson's next postmaster. John Vernon built another building 200 feet 
east of the Dudley Pierce store and took the postoffice from Dudley 
Pierce. Vernon was postmaster and merchant for years. © 


He traded the store to G.P.Hanks, a Civil War captain and a minister 
of the gospel who lived to the age of 96 years. He followed John Ver- 
non as the Johnson postmaster. Hanks sold the store to a man named 
Evans. In the meantime, Charley Mays and George Vermillion had built a 
store building where Combs! Store now stands and Captain Hanks moved 
the. postoffice there. It has remained in that building since. Charley 
Thompson was postmaster for about two years between Captain Hanks and 
Hugh Lichlyter. 


In 1906 . Hugh Lichlyter began to work for John McClendon, who owned 
the store where the postoffice was located. By 1910 Hugh, along with 
Bill and Jack Bennett, had bought the store. By 1916 Hugh owned the 
store by himself and in that year became Johnson's postmaster. He 
served as such for 30 years, retiring in 1946. He died two years ago. 


Mrs. Hoyt (Cliffie) Combs became postmaster when Hugh retired and 
after his death she and her husband purchased the store. She is the 
present postmaster (1954) and manager of the store. 


During the early years of the century there was a mail route out of 
Johnson. Arthur Smith was the carrier. He used bicycle, buggy and fin- 
ally motorcycle in traveling his route. Roads were rough and streams 
had to be forded. In crossing one stream after a rainstorm he lost his 
mail and nearly drowned. : 


Coming back to the stores -—-— the Ball brothers, Leery and Leo, oper-— 
ate a successful mercantile establishment in Johnson at Ree present 
time and have been there for some years. 


. John Boswell had a barber shop with a chili stand and cold drinks on 
the west side of the railroad tracks 50 years ago. During the World 
War I period, he purchased the building built by Captain Mays on the 
east side of the tracks, the one-time Dudley Pierce store, and kept a 
mercantile establishment there till his death a decade ago. After his 
death, his widow kept the store for a while, then retired, 


Other storekeepers at Johnson through the years have been: Clark & 
Co., Dave Spurlock, Harry Wilkerson, Son Meadors, Charley Rice, Lynn 
Boswell, Forrest Sweeton, Seville, Watkins and Beddenfield. | 


The Ozark White Lime Company was long associated with the economic 
life of Johnson. A man named Carter built the first lime kiln and was 
bought out by F.0O.Gulley and Ed Gillett about 60 years ago. These two 
men organized the Ozark White Lime Company which continued to operate 
until running out of profitable rock a decade ago. Vine Blumenberg of 
Fayetteville was general manager for a number of years. Among the 
under—bosses were Charley Lockhart, Jim Claypool, Andy Cardwell and 
Ed "Posty" Bookout. When the Ozark White Lime Company discontinued 
business, the property was leased by Hayden Anderson, who put in a 
rock crushing plant. After five years this plant was leased by 
McClinton RProthers of Fayetteville, who still operate it. 


Another business which has functioned for many years at Johnson is a 
canning plant, Built by W.L.Divens in 1919, it was sold after his 
death to George Appleby and Paul Young of Fayetteville. At the close 
of World War II, Appleby and Young sold the plant to the Harris Broth- 
ers, Jim and Joe, of Fayetteville, who sold it to its present owner, 
Ralph Goff of Fayetteville, in1950. #$=/The present manager is Rufus 


- Keese of Johnson, 


Of importance to Johnson's economic life, also, is Simpson's Truck 
._ Body Shop, established in 1951 by Upton Simpson. It employs five or 
six men, 


A mile west of Johnson in Clear’ Creek Valley is Johnson's Mill, now 
operated by M. F. "Frank" Johnson. First built in pioneer days, the 
mill was burned by bushwhackers during the Civil War. Rebuilt when the 
war closed in 1865, the hand—hewn timbers of the frame, fastened 'in 
place with wooden pegs, are still in good condition. Operated till two 
-decades ago by water power, it is now run by an internal combustion 
engine, Bill Williams ran a small mill in Johnson in the early 1930's, 


The Johnson Fruitmen's Union was organized at Johnson a half century 
ago by Captain Mays and his son Charley, the latter being manager for 
years. Billy Payne, Bill Hanks and Philip McGuire were later managers. 
The last several years of its existence the Fruitmen's Union -was man- 
aged by O. A. "Ollie" Crum, a life-long resident of Johnson and, inci- 
dentally, the one who gave me the major portion of the information for 
this article. I. R. Rothrock was a long—time president. The Fruitmen's 
Union passed into history when modern highways and trucks came into 
existence and took much of the produce movement from the railroads. 
As many as 96 carloads of grapes had been shipped in one year and the 
annual shipment of strawberries ran from 50 to 90 carloads. 


Dick Lichlyter had a blacksmith shop at Johnson for more than forty 
years, Others who operated blacksmith and repair shops or garages 
through the years were John Thompson, George Thompson, . Jess Bloyd, 
Lee Witt, Walter Dobbs, .Bud Boyles, Mack Stanfield and Joe George. 


Johnson is well represented in the trucking industry. Those living 
there now engaged in this business are Ross Cox, Hoyt Combs, Everette 
Luper, Frank Luper, Bryan Divens, Diven Hendricks and Ward Graue. 
Burl Cardwell, a trucker with considerable business, formerly lived at 
Johnson. He is still in the same occupation and resides in North Lit- 
tle Rock, 


A Methodist church was organized in Johnson in 1903 which became in- 
active in 1906. © Those connected with the organization were: Mr. and 
Mrs. Jessie Horne, Mr. and Mrs. Charley Mays, Rilla Mane, and a pastor 
named House from Springdale. The latter came down once a month and 
held services. The church later had a pastor named Borrough, and still 
later one named Roberts. Jessie Horne was the Sunday School superin- 
tendent. Meetings were held in the schoolhouse. 


About 1912 a Baptist Church (Southern) was organized at Johnson 
which was, in reality, amission~of Fayetteville's First Baptist 
Church. Meetings were held in the schoolhouse. The Fayetteville pastor 
conducted services on Sunday afternoon. Pastors Moffett, Hunt and Holt 
held revival meetings there. Hugh Lichlyter and Ben Johnson were two 
of the first deacons. After two or three years the church became in- 
active but was re-activated about the time of America's entry into 
World War I. Some of those closely connected with the church during 
this second phase of its existence were: H. 0. Davis, Mrs. Bill (Ella) 
Hanks, Hugh Lichlyter, and Mrs. Emma Lichlyter, and pastors H.P.Haley, 
G.E.Holt and Keene, Five years later the church again expired. 


Through a rather devious route the Baptists later returned to a 
place in Johnson's religious life. In the early 1920's, a Union Sunday 
School was organized which also met in the schoolhouse. Dr. John Ried 
had much to do with the establishment of this Union Sunday School. In 
July 1944 this Union group, the majority of whom were Baptist, became 
the foundation for the re-activation of the old Southern Baptist 
Church. During 1946 a churchhouse was built on the hill above the 
schoolhouse and this building was dedicated in September 1946. The 
present pastor is Oakley Long of Springdale. Ewell Logue of Fayette- 
ville was pastor for several years. Jack Taylor of Fayetteville was 
pastor for a time. Other pastors who served during Union and Baptist 
days were: Ed Freyschlag, Ernest Miller, Gus Bogan and C.B.Glaize, all 
of Fayetteville, and Graham of Springdale. Scott Blystone of Spring- 
dale, at the time Washington-—Madison Association missionary, had much 
to do with both the re-activation of the Baptist Church and the build- 
ing of the house, Ward Graue is the present Sunday School superintend— 
ent. Other superintendents were Esau Begley and Tom Rothrock. 


The Johnson Church of Christ was organized in June 1924, with Sher- 
man Gabbard as its first pastor. Will Fritts followed Gabbard. Guy 
Couch was the next pastor; then Bill Smith; then Charley Hodge. The 
present pastor (1954) is Jim Ramey. Leer y Ball conducted services at 
times but has never been the Church's regular pastor. During the first 
year of its existence the Johnson Church of Christ met in the school- 
house. Then a churchhouse was built, which in 1940 was re-modeled into 
the present attractive stone structure. Present Elders are: Leo Ball, 
Clyde Neal and Albert Ball; present Deacons, Loy Scheumac, Wayne Har- 
riman and Charles Staggs, 


The first room of the schoolhouse which has served the community so: 
well for both educational and religious purposes was built in 1899. 
The land for building and grounds was purchased from W, L. "Bill" 
Stuckey and his.wife, Josie, by the three directors: E,. A. Gillett, 
Dudley Pierce and W. P. Langford. The district was 109. A second room 
was added to the schoolhouse in 1902; athird in 1924. The first 
teacher was Mack Davis; the second Simon Davis; the third Leigh. 


Other teachers who have taught at Johnson through the years are: Jim 
Holcomb, Mary Craig, Addie Lynch, H. O. Davis, Jeff Banks, Virginia 
Banks, Winnie Banks, H. L. Harris, Sophie Walker, A.H.Hermance, Molly 
Deane, J.P.G.Roulache, Mrs. Roy Carnes, John Anderson, Ora Joe Hanks, 
Fred Qualls, Joe Woods, Sophie Sue Harper, Mary Eva Gay, Clara Lily, 
F, A. WYohlford, Rosa Aaron, Georgia McCandless, Martha McKinnon, 
Frankie Cardwell Reed, Pearl Cardwell, Lucille Brooks, Bess Hanks, 
Mrs. Henry Seay, Pearl Robinson, Betty DeJarett, W.S.Oakes and Steele, 
Johnson is now consolidated with the Fayetteville school district but 
the first six grades are still taught at Johnson. The Johnson teachers 
for the 1954-55 school year are Mr. and Mrs. George Ledbetter of Fay- 
etteville. 


In May 1907, Johnson was the scene of a train wreck, On a Saturday 
night came a rain that weakened a section of track barely a quarter 
mile north of the depot. The Sunday morning train from St.Louis was 
derailed at this point -- that is, all but the engine, which pounded 
on to Fayetteville to get help. The inhabitants of Johnson gathered 
about the wrecked train to aid with the rescue work. No one was killed 
but many were injured, some seriously. The injured were taken to Fay- 
etteville in a railroad coach brought back by the engine.

The Mitchell Family 


Our Society's growing collection of family records has acquired a 
handsome volume of 72. pages entitled "The Mitchell Family." This his- 
tory ofthe Mitchell family was begun in 1902 by Homer Rawlins. Mitchell 
of Dallas, Texas, Much of the research was done by Miss Grace Mitchell 
of Greencastle, Ind., and Mrs. Lura Emery of Bloomington, Ind, ) the 
volume was pubis shed in 1952. The Society's copy is a gift from Samuel 
A, Mitchell, St.Louis attorney, who holds membership in our Society. 


The story of "The Mitchell Family" begins with James Mitchell, who 
was born in Pennsylvania Oct. 14,.1767, and his wife, Nancy Campbell 
Mitchell, born in Virginia Jan.25, 1771. James Mitchell died in Monroe 
County, Ind., June 9, 1846. His wife died in the same county, Oct.10, 
1844. They are buried in Mt.Salem cemetery, 6 miles south of Blooming- 
ton, Ind. They were married in Virginia about 1791 and moved to Harri- 
son county, Ky., where nine of their eleven children were born. Their 
children were: 


1, James Mitchell II, born in Kentucky 1793. Soldier of War of 1812. 
Married about 1825 in Tennessee to Mary Ann Webber. They had ten 
children, eight of whom were born in Washington County, Ark. James 
Mitchell II died in Washington County, Aug.13, 1860. 


2. Joseph Mitchell,born in Kentucky 1794; died 1861 in Iowa. Married 
1826 to Eliza Frances Henderson. They had 13 children. Most of their 
descendants lived in Iowa. 


3. Elizabeth Mitchell, born in Kentucky about 1796; died about 1833. 
Married J ames Bales. Most of their descendants lived in lowa,. 


4, Jane Mitchell, born in Kentucky about 1798. Married 1822 to Wes- 
ley Whitson. Their descendants settled mostly in Kansas, She died in 
Indiana in 1833. 


5. Margaret "Peggy" Mitchell, born in Kentucky about 1801; died in 
Indiana about 1822. Unmarried. 


6. David Mitchell, born in Kentucky 1804; died in Texas 1876. He was 
married 1830 in Benton County, Arkansas, to Eliza Gardner Davidson 
(1811-1879). They lived in Benton County until 1846 when they moved to 
Ellis County, Texas. -They had seven children, all but the youngest 
born in Benton County, Arkansas. Most of their children and grand- 
children settled in Texas.. 


7. William C. Mitchell, born in Kentucky 1807; died in Indiana 1885; 
married twice, Most of ate descendants Tenet in Indiana, 


8.. John Mitchell, born in Kentucky 1809; died in Indiana 1296. 
Married 1842 to Mahala Mathers vandeateen henadeasunte Mrs, Lucy. (Keith) 
Crafton. Most of his descendants stayed in Indiana, 


9. Thomas Mitchell, born in Indiana 1813; died in Arkansas in 1887. 
Married (lst) 1835 Mary Waggaman in Indiana. Married (2nd) Mrs. Keller 
and moved to Arkansas. His descendants are found throughout the mid- 
west and far west, 


10. George Mitchell (twin of Thomas), born in Indiana 1813; died in 
Towa 1884. Married 1839 Sarah Hobson in Indiana. The couple had eight 
children, most of whom settled in Iowa. | 


11. Nancy Mitchell, born in Kentucky 1816; died in Indiana 1900. 
Married 1835 in Indiana to Rufus Finley. Most of their children and 
grandchildren lived in Indiana. 


The member of the family that FLASHBACK is particularly interested 
in is the oldest son of James and Nancy Mitchell -- James Mitchell II. 
He came to Washington County, Arkansas, where eight of his ten child- 
ren (and many grandchildren) were born and where they played a promin- 
ent part in the development of this section. 


James Mitchell II was born 1793 in Kentucky and died Aug.13, 1860, 
in Washington County. His wife, whom he married in 1825 in Lincoln 
County, Tenn.,was Mary Ann Webber. She was born on the Gulf of Mexico, 
the daughter of George Webber, a sea captain, and Mary McIntosh. 
James and Mary Ann (Webber) Mitchell became the parents of ten child 
ren, all but two of whom were born in Our County. The children were: 


(1) George Mitchell,born 1826 in Tennessee; died about 1859 in Texas. 
Married 1848 to Sallie Cox. 


(2) Nancy Mitchell, born 1828 in Tennessee; married in Cane Hill, 
Ark., Nov. 22, 1866, to William Pierson Crawford. She was his second 
wife. They had two children: William Alfred Crawford (1867-1913), who 
married Kate Riggin in 1895; and Mary Lou Crawford (1870-1909), ‘who 
married Bruce Holcomb in 1901. 


(3) James Mitchell III, born at Cane Hill May 8, 1833; died June 
1902. He was a student in Cane Hill College, taught school in Washing- 
ton County at the age of 16, became deputy surveyor in 1855, elected 
to the legislature in 1860, enlisted as a private in the Confederate 
army in 1861, and surrendered as a captain with General Cabell at 
Corsicana, Texas, in 1865. He taught in Cane Hill College after the 
war ard became a professor in the University at Fayetteville in 187. 
In 1876 he became editor of the Arkansas Gazette and then attained his 
greatest fame as editor of the Arkansas Democrat, He was married at 
Cane Hill to Sarah Elizabeth Latta. They had eight children, most of 
whom married in Little Rock and lived there, 


(4) An infant daughter. 


(5) William Mitchell, born May 10, 1834, at Cane Hill; died Devt.20, 
1914, at Mineral Wells, Texas. He served in the Confederate army. He 
“was assessor and surveyor of Washington County. He was married in 1858 
to Josephine Lewis of Fayetteville. They became the parents of ‘seven 
children, all of whom were born in Washington County. Their children 
were: 


Jane (Jennie) Lewis Mitchell, born 1866, married Albert E. 
Leach of Altus, Okla. 

James Lewis Mitchell, born 1868 in Prairie Grove, married 
Mary Elizabeth Yeargain of Batie's Prairie. 

William Z. Mitchell, born 1870, married Laura Iva Leach of 
Cane Hill. | : 

Mary Kate Mitchell, born 1872 in Prairie Grove, married 
David Stewart of Lubbock, Texas.

(8) Alfred Mitchell, born 1838 near Prairie Grove; died 1894. Married 
1872 Mrs. Amelia (Summers) Russell of New Madrid, Mo. 


(9) Mary Mitchell; unmarried; teacher in Washington County. She died 
in 1882. 


(10) John Campbell Mitchell, born 1849 in Washington County. Taught 
in Cane Hill College. Married 1882 Mary A. West. 


The eldest son of John Campbell Mitchell and Mary West Mitchell is 
Samuel Alfred Mitchell of St -Louis, who is a member of the Washington 
County Historical Society. He is the grandson of James Mitchell II 
(1793-1860) who came to Washington County about 1830. 


Another Mitchell descendant who is a member of Our Society is Mrs. 
R. Ewing Jackson of Fayetteville. She is the granddaughter of James 
Mitchell III (1833-1902) who taught in the University and was editor 
of both Little Rock dailies, She is the great-granddaughter of James 
Mitchell II (1793-1860) who founded the Washington County line; and 
she is the great-great-granddaughter of James Mitchell I (1767-1846) 
whose marriage to Nancy Campbell in 1791 began the long line covered 
by this excellent genealogical volume -- 1,437 names, 163 years.

From the Old Newspaper Files 


Justices.of the Peace in Washington County were summoned to a confer-— 
ence on Aug. 16, 1878, to discuss the matter of county scrip outstand- 
ing. it seems that 30 counties had already been sued in Federal court 
in over 100 cases, and that judgments obtained had to be paid in green- 
backs or their equivalent. Two cases were pending against Washington 
County, which had 50,000 scrip outstanding, of which $40,000 bore 
6 per cent interest. The call for the JP's meeting appeared in the 
Arkansas Sentinel and was signed by four JP's: T. Niman, J.A.Harris, 
Thos,Christian and H.G.Hartley. 


G. S. White, West Fork correspondent for the Fayetteville Democrat, 
reported June 19, 1882, that "WEst Fork has a harness shop, barber 
shop, wool carding machine, spoke factory, flouring mill, saw mill, 
two wagon shops, two blacksmith shops, a drug store, restaurant, four 
grocery stores, two dry goods stores, a hotel and a brick yard, all do- 
ing good business." 


Fayetteville Evening News of January 3, 1896, carried this item: 
"The hallway of the courthouse serves as a public avenue to persons 
having occasion to,.cross from the southern or northern side of the 
square to the side opposite. But for that passage, it would be necess-— 
ary to walk all over the square to reach points desired. This fact 
Suggests, that the proposal to sell the courthouse and to build a new 
one in some eligible locality, in this way leaving the square an open 
thoroughfare, would be good policy. 


The War Bagle Republican, published at Huntsville by A. Lowe, in its 
issue of Oct. 6, 1886, listed the "Circuit Court Proceedings", which 
included two murder trials, seven assault and battery cases, five 
charges of "wearing weapons", and numerous miscellaneous charges such 
as gaming, obscenity, etc. The Grand Jury returned 42 indictments. 


The mail schedule of 1886 shows mail from Huntsville to Fayetteville 
via Drake's Creek, Wesley and Maguire's Store, three times a week; and 
from Huntsville to Fayetteville via Hindsville and Goshen three times 
a week, 


An article in the May 28, 1890, issue of the Arkansas Gazette gave 
the following information about the Fayetteville public schools: 

Total number of students enrolled, 763; of whom 297 are white males, 
319 white females, 63 colored males and 84 colored females. Salaries 
paid to teachers of white school,$3,375; to teachers of colored school 
$5853.other expenditures $1,084; total -expenditures, $5,044. 

Superintendent, Prof.N.P.Gates; teachers of white school, Miss Anna 
Putman, Miss Jessie L. Cravens, Miss Lila Rollston, Miss Lena Rhodes, 
Miss Mary Leverett, Miss Mollie Dickson, Mrs. Annie M. Stapp, Miss 
Mary Shelton. Teachers of colored school: A.L.Richardson, W.J.Kidd. 


The report of the legislative committee that investigated the Arkan- 
sas Industrial University, appearing in the Feb. 22, 1885, Arkansas 
Gazette, gave the attendance at the University. as 250, of whom 144 
were boys .and 106 girls. There were 44 students in the four college 
classes; the others were. preparatory students. The Art department

Roster of Co.K, 34th Arkansas Infantry 
Washington County's Most Famous Confederate Regiment 


FLASHBACK presents herewith the roster of Co.K, 34th Arkansas In- 
fantry, CSA, as compiled from memory 50 years ago by S.P.Pittman and 
others, The roster was secured for us by Robert R. Logan, WCHS vice- 
president, from Ted Worley, chairman of the Arkansas History Commiss- 
ion, who found the original clipping in the Commission files. The 
story undoubtedly appepred in one of the Little Rock papers. It reads 
as follows: 


PRES#RVING NAMES OF WAR COMRADES 
Fayetteville Banker Sends List of 
Co.K, 34th Arkansas 


S. P. Pittman, sinersniclaatt of the First National Bank of Fayetteville, 
who was a member of Company K, Brooks! Regiment of Arkansas Infantry, 
during the Civil War, has sent to Gen. T. J. Churchill of this city a 
roster of the company. 


Mr. Pittman's letter is as follows: 

Fayetteville, Oct. 14, 1904 
Gen. T.J.Churchill, Little Rock, Ark,: 

Dear Sir -- I send you by Major Earle complete list of Company K, 
Brooks! regiment Arkansas infantry. I have omitted the names of all 
enlisted men who deserted and joined the enemy. This company was 
organized June 17, 1862, and went into camp at once. The enemy at that 
time were making frequent raids in Washington County and those who 
were in sympathy with them gave us all the exercise we needed. We 
spent the summer in scouting, skirmishing, drill and camp duties. In 
September, 1862, the Thirty-—Fourth Regiment was organized and later 
formed one of Fagan's Brigade, your Division. You will remember at the 
break-up’ we were in camp at Marshall, Texas. When the Thirty—Fourth, 
in command of Major Earle, with King's Regiment, started to Fort Smith 
to surrender, Captain Wilson of Company K took his trunk, in which 
were our muster rolls, and went into the interior of Texas. While 
there the trunk, with its contents, was lost. Other comrades and my-— 
self have been very careful in making this roll from memory. I am sure 
it is correct. I send it to go upon record, if the resolution of the 
U.C.V.'s is carried out. With kindest regards I am, very truly yours,

A pilgrimage to Mt. Gontont drew a goodly number of WCHS members and 
friends to the site of old Ozark Institute on Sunday afternoon, Sept.

An Interesting Old Deed 


An interesting old deed, dated Feb.23, 1872, is in the possession of 
Earle Bates. The hand-written instrument conveys a 40-acre farm near 
Cincinnati from Henderson Bates to his son, William F., Bates "in con- 
sideration of his love and affection and one dollar to me paid." The 
farm was a wedding gift from the father to his son. It was on this 
farm that Earle Bates was born. The unique quit-—claim deed was notar-= 
ized by J. Q. Benbrook, county clerk, and bears the county seal and a 
50cent US Internal Revenue stamp.

Some Family Cemeteries in Washington County 


Our County has many small family graveyards. Some of these developed 
into community cemeteries but, with a few exceptions, are no longer be- 
ing used, Since they contain the names of many pioneer families, they 
deserve to be remembered, We are publishing in this issue of FLASHBACK 
the names and dates from 15 of these old family burying grounds. 

Others will appear in future issues. 


Fitzgerald (Springdale) 

Just outside the northeast city limits ofSpringdale is the Fitzgerald 
family graveyard that dates back to the early 90's. It must have been 
a beautiful spot 50 years ago, for evidences remain of flower plant- 
ings ( there are many clumps of yucca) and the Fitzgerald plot itself 
is surrounded by an ornamental iron fence. Here are buried John Fitz- 
gerald (1833-1891) and his wife (1830-1892) and other members of the 
family. The graveyard is heavily overgrown with brush, making a care- 
ful inspection difficult, but most of the other burials ( Bohlen, 
Graham, Phillips) appear to be more recent. 


Dripping Springs 

This abandoned graveyard, about 8 miles south of Prairie Grove, is 
near the site of the old Dripping Springs church and schoolhouse, The 
church has vanished and the school is a ruin. The cemetery is in the 
middle of a field, a half mile from the road, but there are traces of 
an old road that once brought mourners to the site. There are some 50 
or 60 graves, most of them with fieldstone markers. Two pioneers who 
have inscribed marble gravestones are J. J. McDonald (1822-1896) and 
J. W, Hammontree (1829-1895).There are several Hammontree graves and 
some children's graves bearing the names of Jennings and McKee. 


Boone 

The Boone family graveyard is located on Highway 16, 2 miles south 
of Elkins. This was the site of the early Boone settlement, which had 
a postoffice called Boone's Grove as early as 1851. 

The death of B.F.Boone (1829-1863), Confederate soldier, Peat ends 
received in the battle of Prairie Grove, gave this family burial 
ground its start. B.F.Boone is buried under a massive coffin-shaped 
sandstone vault. Beside him is the grave of his wife, Susan A. Boone 
(1833-1906). Here also sleep several of their children, including 
L.B.Boone (1855-1875), Mary Inez (1857-1901)and E.G.Boone (1859-1904). 
There are graves of several infants, including Ula Loys, daughter of 
D.T. and H.E.Boone (1878). | 


Burks (Thornsberry) 

A small burying ground, on the south side of the road 1 mile east of 
Thornsberry, seems to have been the family cemetery of the Birk (Burks) 
family in the 1850's and 1860's. The first burials were evidently 
those of three Birk children -- M.C. (1857-1858), M.E. (1858-1866), 
M.C. (1859-1866), and of William Burks (1825-1864). 

Other names in this old cemetery are:

Lewis 
All that remains of this family graveyard, located on Highway 16, 
just south of Elkins, is the grave of Calvin M. Lewis, 9-year-—old son 
of Hugh and Harriet Lewis. The boy died in 1846. His grave is marked 
with the attractive carved sandstone head and foor markers of the 
period, 


Carrell 
Surrounded by an ornamental iron fence, in the middle of a field 
some 3 miles east of Sonora, on Highway 68, is the Carrell Family 
burial ground. Inscribed tombstones mark the graves of J. W. Carrell 
(1851-1904.); his wife, Edna F. Carrell (1856- ?); and Ed Carrell 
(1885-1922). 


Towler 

A grove of cedars and some 30 or 40 fieldstone markers in regular 
alignment, on the old Maguire farm north of Elkins, mark the last 
resting place of some of the early settlers of the Maguire's Store 

community. Only two-inscribed tombstones remain: one,that of Mary E., 
wife of T. A. Towler (1830-1874), and the other, that of Jno. Alison 
(1844-188). The attractive Alison tombstone says: "He was a Confeder- 
ate.soldier", The Alison grave is surrounded by an ornamental fence. 


Thomas (Elkins) 

At the west edge of Elkins is the Thomas family graveyard, where are 
buried:

The Roberson family graveyard on a hillside south of Sulphur City is 
a small walled-in family burial ground that contains about a dozen 
burials, including four fine vaults of the type that were popular a 
century ago.

John Roberson (1803-1883) and wife Priscilla (1808-1884) 
George W. Roberson, son of John and Priscilla (1840-1851) 
James L. Roberson, son of T.H. and E. Roberson (died 1851) 
Jno. H. Roberson (1852-1888) and wife Sarah A. (1866-1887) 
Daniel Howery, died 1863, and wife Susan, died 1857 _

Morriss 

’ This gene poe is located on the Washington-Madison county line, 
about 2 miles northeast of Spring Valley. It is not old, but it does 
contain the graves of the early members of the Morriss clan. It isa 
small and well-kept cemetery, with about 50 graves. Here are buried: 
R. H. Morriss (1832-1918) and wife E. C. (1845-1927) 
Addison M. Vaughan (1853-1937) and wife Susan E. (1857-1935) 
M. A. Youngman (1858-1916) and wife Martha J. (1859-1923)

Beaty (near Lincoln) 


The Beaty cemetery, 4 miles northwest of Lincoln, contains graves of 
members of such pioneer families as Beaty, Vawter, Holt, Collins, 
Yeager, Vandever, Writsman, Rich, Lawson, Bunnell, Smyth, Brown and 
others. There are 150 fieldstone markers without inscription, probably 
dating back a hundred years. There is also a group of five stone 
burial vaults, and four graves covered with massive slabs of stone, 
These nine early burials bear no names or dates, but old-timers at 
Lincoln say they are the dust of pioneer Holts. 


The Beaty clan is headed by the patriarch, Alexander Beaty (1808~ 
1891) who settled on the farm where he now sleeps in the 1830's, Be~ 
side him lies his wife Emily (1818-1902), Among the older members of 
the Beaty family buried here are:
